AT LITTLE ITALY. 


The Occupants of the Houses 


Are In a Ouandry. 


THEY ARE ALL ORDERED GDI. 


The Movement Is Caused by the Board 


of Health. The Families Cannot 


Find Houses- Some Prepar- 


ing to Leave the City, 


What They Say. 


The inhabitants of the section generally 


known as "Little Italy" on State street 
are much disturbed over the order to 
vacate the premises. They seem to be at 
their wits end as to what, to do. They 
have been making vigorous search for 
tenements and have been refused invaria- 


bly, 
and now they are pretty well dis- 


discouraged. 


There are only four Italian families 


in the place, now, the section having 
changed its character very much in the 
past three or four years. 
It does not 


deserve the name of "Little Italy" any 
longer. It might be called "Diminutive 
Arabia" or "Syria Minor," for the great 
majority of the inhabitants are Syrians 
and Arabians. The Italian families have 
occupied their present homes for a long 
time, 
some 
of 
them 
for 
ten 


years and 
some 
of 
them 
for 
a 


longer term. 
The family of the late 


Thomas Julian has occupied the tene- 
ment to the south longer than any other 
tenant has occupied his tenement. 
The 


progress that 
the Julian 
family has 


made in American society is perhaps best 
shown in the fact that the oldest son is a 
student in a business college. The other 
Italians |devote themselves mostly to 
berry picking in the summer and take 
what jobs they find these months. They 
have been peaceable if not ruflned citizens. 


The vocation of the other nationalities 


is peddling. The tenement at the north 
end has been used as ^wholesale peddler's 
warehouse. Besides it has been used as 
a stopping place at night by the wander- 
ing retailers, men and T'ornen, who have 
taken cheap trinkets out of the province 
of the jeweler's store. Nine men have oc- 
cupied five rooms and the beds Lave been 
built high enough to allow for the storing 
of the packs beneath them, but the men 
declare they have not been unclean. The 
peddlers take the moving less seriously 
than the Italians. They are prepared to 
box up their goods and ship them to their 
centers of trade and pursue their wander- 
ing in other territories. Already some of 
the goods are on the way to Rutland, Vt., 
some to Saratoga, N. Y., some are in the 
freightdepotsandthe remainder was being 
boxed up this morning with a jollity that 
proved the packers were entirely indifl'er- 
ent to the facts that themselves nnd their 
premises have been considered a menace 
to the public health. Most of these ped- 
dlers are anxious to reoccupy their tene- 
ments, simply as a business matter, and 
they are prepared to subscribe to all sani- 
tary laws that may be imposed if they are 
only assured of their houses again. They 
seem to look 
upon this 
differently 


from 
the 
Italians. 
They would like 


their house again, too, but in the 
desire to bave them again there appears 
something of anti-wandering spirit, a de- 
sire to be left undisturbed, which might 
be called an attachment to home. 
The 


peddler wants to stay to peddle; the 
Italian wants to stay to live. 


One of tbe things that disturbs the col- 


ony is the question on whom the blame 
rests. The Italians point to their long 
terms of residence and their peacefulness 
and blame the peddlers for the whole 
matter. 
The 
peddlers 
blame 
the 


Italians 
as 
strongly 
and 
if 
you 


put in an appearance at the place 
you will probably be entertained by an 
argument on this point. The Italians de- 
nounce the habits of the Arabians excit- 
edly, and in half English and half panto- 
mime, show how close together they sleep 
at night and are not backward in criticis- 
ing their morals. The Arabians think 
that if the Italians had kept their piles of 
lumber and other stuft out of sight that 
their present difficulty would bave been 
avoided. The Italians are men of fami- 
lies; the Arabians are not. 


While the planning and moving are 


going on city workmen 
are digging 


trenches for the beginning of the new 
order of things and the discouraged house 
hunters sit disconsolately looking on. 
Y"We like to see the water come," said 
one. "drink from that pump and you'll 
die," Another pointed to his little child 
and inquired "If I can't get a house will 
they hunt that baby to the woods?"

When Mr. i'attison appear- 
ed they abused him shamefully. 


At about 12 o'clock they came to my 


hog pen, and there they concluded to 
take a swim ou dry land. 
They undres- 


sed, or nearly so, and started to have their ! 


fun. 
I was told that they seized two j 


cows by the tails and started them on a j 
run. Next they had a game of leap frog. | 


At about 12.15 o'clock I went out aud 


told them to put on their clothes. They 
became very abusive, especially Brown 
and Thompson. I concluded to arrest 
Brown lor drunkenness and all went well 
until I crossed the railroad track and 
started for the lockup with my prisoner. 
Then they said, "Let us kill him and take 
Brown away." The first man that came 
up I hit with my club, then somebody bit 
me a light blow on the back of the head. 
I then let my prisoner go and prepared to 
defend myself. 1 had to light for my life 
for a few minutes and until nay wife came 
to my rescue with a revolver. One of the 
gang had a knife and another threatened 
to shoot me. With the exception of two 
they were a band of toughs. It has been 
said they were half a mile from a house 
when they made the disturbance, but I 
say they were not over fifty rods from a 
a house. 


As far as the duty of an officer is con- 


cerned, I think I did mine and did it well, 
and I think the best citizens of Williams- 
town will sustain me.

where the men got their whiskey. 
Of 


course it was not procured in Williams- 
town, for this is a temperance town. 


I think the public should know the

FOR CITY LIGHTING. 


Another Contract Made with the North 


Adams Gas Light Company. 


The board of public works at Monday's 


meeting renewed the contract with the 
North Adams Gas Light company to fur- 
nish light for two years. The three year's 
contract with the company 
expires 


July 1. 


The city is now lighted by 107 arc lights 


which will cost 271 cents per night, or a 
trifle over $100 a year for each light. The j 
price for lights according to the three j 
year's contract, which expires Wednes- | 
day, was twenty-nine cents per light, i 
That this city is receiving excellent ser- 
vice at comparatively low rates is shown 
by the following list of prices paid in 
other cities: Cambridge, 461 lights at 31 j 
cents; Chelsea, 196 lights at 30 cents; 
Fitchburg, 206 lights at 33 cents; Holyoke, 
235 lights at 33* cents. 


The company will furnish the many gas 


lamps about the city for $24 per year each 
and the oil lamps for $13 per year. The 
service given in the past by the company 
has been all that could be desired and the 
reduction of the price per light in the new 
contract is indicative of a desire on the 
part of the company to pive the city the 
lowest rates possible. It is expected now 
that at least ten new arc Ij {his will be 
added to the service this suuinier.

Demand the Most Careful Consideration of 


Voters Jn the Opinion of Woman Suffra- 


gists. Hence Woman's Vote Should 


Be an Important Factor in 


Good 
Government.

EDITOR OF THE TRANSCRIPT:—Rev. Dr. 


Munger, in his argument against woman 
suffrage, next brings up an 
objection 


founded upon the inexperience of women 
in business. He says: 


"Voting is not merely selecting- fie best 


man for office; it is also and primarily a 
legislative act in itself. The choice of a 
legislator often and primarily turns on the 
question what kind of laws will lu; make? 
Now nine-tenths of the laws have no di- 
rect reference to morals. They refercbiefly 
to business, to questions that lie outside 
of woman's world." 


This is true,.as far as it goes; but Dr. 


Mungre* might with equal trutU have gone 
farther, and said that nine tenths of tlie 
laws refer to questions upon which no 
one man's business gives him any especia 
fitness to legislate. What insight into 
the silver question does a doctor get from 
his knowledge of medicine? What light 
on the tariff can the lawyer derive I'IMMI 
his acquaintance with Biacbstone? How 
is the clergyman fitted by Ills profession 
to judge of questions "nine tenths of 
which have no direct reference to mor- 
als"? What knowledge does the clerk or 
bookkeeper get from his business as to 
the best way to build a bridge, or lay a 
sewer, or run a railroad? How is the 
farmer qualified by his business to legis- 
late on the fisheries, or the manufacturer 
to legislate on agricultural questions? 
George William Curtis «nys : 


"The pursuits of men in the world, to 


which they are directed by the natural 
aptitude of sax, and to which they must 
devote their lives, are as foreign from po- 
litical functions as those of women. There 
is nothing more incompatible with politi- 
ical duties in cooking and taking care of 
children than there is in digging ditches 
or making shoes, or any other necessary 
employment.' 


Another distinguished man has pointed 


out that this objection to woman suffrage 
really stnkes at the root of Republican 
government. 
It is impossible for the 


average civJzcn to have a thorough know- 
ledge of most of the questions that come 
up for legislation; and if such knowledge 
were essential to a voter (as it is assumed 
to be in the case of women), government 
by the people would be impossible. 


Each man gets from his business a 


special knowledge of some one class of 
questions—medical, legal, 
agricultural, 


etc. On questions outside of his specialty, 
his knowledge is only of the most general 
kind, such as any woman of fair intelli- 
gence is perfectly competent to acquire 
In judging of matters not in his line, a 
m.in has to be guided by the opinion of 
experts. This is true even of the most in- 
telligent men. The present Governor of 
Massachusetts told a friend of mine that 
hc had never been so puzzled in liis life as 
by the question whether or nut to vote 
the short lobster bill. Nothing in his ed- 
ucation or business experience had given 
him any special knowledge sg to the liab- 
its of the lobster, or the age at. which 
it might properly be caught and killed; 
and the experts were so divided in opinion 
that he did not know wliat to think. 
Probably there are not three men in 
North Adams who could have given him 
any light on the matter. He made up his 
mind to be on the side of prudence, and 
vetoed the bill. 


Each man's business gives him special 


fitness to judge of some one class of ques- 
tions involved in legislation. 
lu like 


manner, the business of the mother and 
home-maker makes her a specialist in 
regard to questions relating'to the hi»iiie. 
She cfinnot with any fairness be required 
to be an "all-around specialist," when no 
man is able to be so. 


It is now generally conceded that each 


large class of men needs the ballot in 
order to represent its own business inter- 
ests. Just as the farmers need it in order 
to represent the agricultural interests, aud 
tbe manufacturers in order to represent 
the 
manufacturing 
interests, so 
tbe 


mothers and home-makers need it in order 
to represent the interests of the home. 


Since nine tenths of the questions that 


come up for legislation are questions that 
no one man's business has taught him 
anything about, it is plain that the most 
important tiling in choosing legislators is 
to get upright men, who will look into 
tbese questions honestly and be guided by 
the information of experts, instead of 
looking upon each occasion of public ex- 
penditure as the chance for a corrupt 
"job." 
It is not necessary that every 


voter should understand the best way of 
building a bridge or laying a sewer. It is 
not even necessary that every man voted 
for should understand all this in detail, 
before lie is elected. The essential thin;; 
iri to elect a man of common sense and 
conscience, who will look out for good 
bridges and sewers, and not aim at filling 
his own pockets by connivance with a 
dishonest contractor. Tbe trouble with 
our politics today, especially municipal 
polities, is mainly tbe kind of men \vho 
get into office. Every body knows it. The 
remedy is, as we are often told, "not 
measures, but men." In this important 
work of putting good men into office and 
keeping rogues out, the women's vote has 
proved to be a potent factor.

NOVEL EQUINE PYRAMID. 


Fifty Horses Executing New Tricks In 


One Ring. 


A majestic equine exhibition bordering 


on the sublime will astonish all the 
visitors to Barnum & Bailey's Greatest 
Show on Earth when it comes here on 
Wednesday, July 8. The grand and ex- 
alted tableaux includes DO fine bred horses, 
nil in one ling, clashing around in circles, 
some one way, others in the opposite 
direction, upon narrow staging, raised in 
circles, one above the other, to a iofty 
height. The mass of horses will appear 
to the eye like fifty Pegasuses in pyramid- 
ical^form, aud on the backs of some are to 
be bewitching equestriennes costumed in 
billowy gauze. 


The staging is built after the fashion of 


the traditional Tower of Babel, with the 
difference that the circles which surround 
the tower are not on the inside. The 
circular planes run around the main shaft, 
and on the pinnacle is to pose the black 
stallion Eagle. The ring is 4i feet in 
diameter. Around this run twelve b3ack 
stallion?. Upon the nest plane, running 
in the opposite direction, are ten milk 
white stallions. 
Next above are eight 


bay stallions; then six cream-colored 
stallions. Still higher are four chestnut 
stallions, while nt the pinnacle is Black 
Ea£'c- Each of the fifty hcr;eb is adorned 
with bright-colored head plumes and 
white bridles <ind surcingles. Vt'hilc the 
mass is in motion lae graceful bareback 
riders jucip from one horse to another. 
The spectacle is &tupedous and fairly 
takes one's breath away to behold it. 
Each horse must do his part well, or else 
tho performance is broken up. Itis«lso 
dangerous, for shouM one of the stallions 
step off one of the upper planes he would 
fall down and doubtless upset stallions on 
the lower plane?, all of which will cause no 
end of trouble. Succeeding this larc exhi- 
bition comes another in which actually 
twenty-four huge elephants perform at 
once, only they UFC a'i three of the rings 
at one time. Then atrain alter this the 
three elevated stages are taken posscrpjon 
of by troupes of athletes and acrobats, 
meanwhile tho equestrian 
mgs are 


occupied by the champion riders, the Liay 
olownb and the lady ringmasters, all of 
whom are iu the execution of wonderful 
feats and comic acts, and following these 
arc whole companies ol' rrrinlitts, and so 
the clever aud rcmarcablo perlormances 
iu three ring",on three stages and racing 
track go on for over two hours until 100 
acts are given. Considering there are two

The natural player, with few excep- 


tions, has but onc> touch, the staccato 
touch. ITis fingers leave the keys imme- 
diately after striking. Therp isr.oflnger 
fiction front DIP knuckles to speak of, 
f.nd instoad r/f H therr prevails a nci- 
forin jerking from the wri&t. To givo 
tn the chopped tones the length (pro 
longed tone; that rven the worst untur.il 
player instinctively seeks to obtain, the 
pod&l is taken, generally without regard 
10 the antagonism of harmonies. This 
is not a cheerful picture, but it is one 
•which, according to n writer quoted by 
The Etude, meets our eye altogether too 
often.. It would seem that it requires a 
second thought to hold down the keys 
•with the fingers, and it is here that the 
art of playing begins. 


To play tho piaaowith one touch only 


is exactly like playing the drum, and it 
is very properly calkvl drumming To 
play with meaning and expression there 
must be contrast of touch. This contrast 
is afforded by the legato or connected 
touch, which produces prolonged and 
smoothly linked tones, and the staccato 
or short touch, the opposite of legato. 
The connected touch ie the more im- 
portant of the two, nnrl, indeed, the very 
foundation of all good playing, because 
it produces a solid, uninterrupted flow 
of music, just as tha sustained tonea of 
tho singer speak aucl appeal to -as, while 
the light«r staccato passages are merely 
fitting, airy, graceful and charming, 
bnt void of expression. Besides the 
legato and staccato there is the inter- 
mediate txnich, called the portamento 
(carrying touch), the fingers dwelling 
more or loss long npon the keys, the 
•wrist carrying them, flexibly aud yield- 
ing, from tone to tone. 


Another artistic feature, exceedingly 


helpful and really indispensable to com- 
prehensive, fluent and safe playing, 
which does not readily occur to the 
natural player (and ite avoidance is a 
fault), is that of forming positions, i. e., 
"bringing under one grasp, cover or 
stretch several chords, double or single 
notes, economizing the constantly neces- 
sary movement and displacement of the 
hand. The untrained player, not think- 
ing to take advantage of this admirable 
system of assistiug rapid and easy exe- 
cution, jumps from one awkward posi- 
tion to another, rendering the appear- 
ance of his performance stiff and its 
stylo disconnected and difficult. Closely 
akin to the forming of positions is the 
method of preparing each successive 
step, so that it is secured beforehand to 
fingers and hands. Tbe failure to do 
this is another fault in the incorrectls or 
insufficiently taught player.

Former C:-!cf Constructor of the Navy El- 


fires Suddenly At Boston. 


Boston, June 30.—Theodore D. Wil- 


son, formerly chief constructor of the 
Jiavy, died suddenly here yesterday, the 
result of heat sti-oke received while 
superintending the docking of 
the 


monitor Passaic. Theodore Delevan 
Wilson was born in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
May 11, 1840, and served an appren- 
ticeship as shipswright in the navy 
yard there, at the beginning of the 
civil war, becoming a carpenter in the 
navy, from which grade he rose steadi- 
ly to the position of chief naval con- 
structor in 1873.

he had charge of the design and con- 
struction of most of the new navy un- 
til three years ago, when he was com- 
pelled to take a leave of absence on 
account of failing health. Last .Tulj", 
upon partial recovery, he was given 
active duty at Boston. 
Constructor 


"Wilson was for many years senior offi- 
cer of his'corps, and almost as well 
kuo.vn in naval circles abroad las in 
this country. lie was the first Ameri- 
can to be elected a member of English 
Institute of Naval Architects, and has 
always "jeen prominent in scientific so- 
cieties. 
His work on "Ship Building, 


Theoretical and Practical,'' is the text 
book at the naval academy and quoted 
as authority by the profession gener- 
ally. 
He leaves a widow, two daugh- 


ters and two sons, the elder of the lat- 
ter being a surgeon in the navy.

PLAGUES IN CUBA. 


Xellon Fevet and Smallpox Very JPrevn. 


lesitat Many Points. 


Washington, June 30.—Advices re- 


ceived by Surgeon-General Wyman of 
the marine hospital service from San- 
tiago de Cuba state that there are ovor 
100 esses of smallpox in that city. 
There are a number of families clown 
with it within 200 feet of tho United 
States consulate. The officer making 
tha report states that the whole south 
coast of Cuba, from Cienfuegos to Ba- 
raooa, is a "plague spot of smallpox," 
and. he advises tho quarantine officers 
in the United States to be on guard to 
prevent 
the 
transmission 
of tha 


disease to this country. Dr. Henry 
S. Caminero, sanitary inspector of tlie 
marine hospital, in his report on the 
sanitary condition of Santiago for the 
week ended June 20, says that the 
total number of deaths was eighty-six. 
Of these thirty-nine were from small- 
pox and

from 
yellow 
fever. 


"Smallpox," he says, "is now raging 
epidemically, the total number of cases 
as far as known reaching up to about 
900. 
T,he authorities and citizens are 


doing all in their power to prevent its 
ravages as far as possible. Commis- 
sion and committees have been organ- 
ized to succor the poor with medicines 
and food. Yellow fever is also on
